announced recently that the Executive Office of Consumer 
Affairs and Business Regulation will soon begin to sign 
up consumers for the statewide "do not call list." Con- 
sumers who wish to sign onto this list can simply visit the 
website www.mass.gov/donotcall or call toll-free any 
time between January 1, 2003 and late March to add their 
name and telephone number to the "Do Not Call Regis- 
try." 

Representative Straus, who was the original 
sponsor of the legislation establishing the "Do Not Call 
List," stated that this was one of the most important 
consumer protection initiatives established in Massachu- 
setts in several years. "Massachusetts citizens will finally 
have the ability to protect their privacy at home from 
unwarranted intrusions from telemarketers," said Repre- 
sentative Straus. 

Once this registry is established, telemarketers 
will be prohibited from calling residents whose phone 
numbers are on the list, or will be subject to prosecution 
by the Consumer Affair's office. The penalties for 
telemarketers who call residents on this list are fines of up 
to $5,000 per violation. Representative Straus also noted 
that "there would be no charge to residents who wish to 
register for this list." 

Consumers who have signed onto the Massachu- 
setts Do Not Call List can expect to receive fewer phone 
calls beginning in April 2003. The list will be published 
every quarter adding names of people who have signed

welcomed all town board members, as well as residents, 
to serve on the committee. 

The board next met with Police Chief Mary Lyons 
who came before them to discuss the creation of an 
Ambulance Drive Account which has been implemented 
to raise funds for the purchase of a new, fully -equipped 
ambulance. 

The Police Department currently has one ambu- 
lance that is approximately seven years old and has 42,000 
miles on it. It is a functioning vehicle and is working fine 
with modifications such as the addition of narcotic kits 
and the like, however, now that the department is at the 
paramedic level of service, a second and, more impor- 
tantly, better-equipped ambulance is needed. The current 
ambulance will remain in use, but it will become a back- 
up vehicle. 

As Chief Lyons and the board pointed out, most 
car accidents involve more than one person, and therefore 
the need for more than one ambulance is clear. In addi- 
tion, if one ambulance has responded to a call, it is 
necessary that a second one be available should the need 
arise. The Police Department received 375 calls last year 
that required the services of an ambulance. 

Chief Lyons explained that the Ambulance Drive 
Account will raise donations strictly for the purchase of 
the new ambulance, and is separate from both the Ambu- 
lance Budget Account and the Ambulance Donation 
Account, which are monies used for training and / or 
equipment. The cost of the new ambulance is estimated at 
$150,000 and the department expects to purchase it with 
donations only. A member of The Bay Club has offered to 
match dollar for dollar for the cost of the ambulance, 
meaning that the Ambulance Drive Account needs to raise 
approximately $75,000. Anyone interested in making a 
donation to the Ambulance Drive Account can make 
checks payable to the "Mattapoisett Police Department."

town?" Chairman Ryan asked. "If they sell the (adjacent) 
lots, is this something that the town would now be liable 
for?" 

"The town is already liable for (the road)," Mr. 
Bogle said. 

"It's part of Pierce Street, (so) it's already part of 
the county layout," said Selectman Parker. "We would 
have to go through the county to get permission (to 
change the name). It could cause problems down the line. 
We'd need a consensus of the county commissioners to 
change the name. County layouts are filed with the town 
and then become the property and jurisdiction of the 
town." 

"Right now, as I understand it, it's a thing hang- 
ing out there because they moved the road," said Chair- 
man Ryan.

The board next approved the minutes of the 
November 4 meeting, with Selectman Parker abstaining, 
and then approved the suggested naming of two roads in 
the Country Meadows subdivision as "Bryant Lane" and 
"Cromwell Lane." 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Attorney Ronald 
Whitney and his client, Dwight McCombe, and Town 
Counsel Blair Bailey of Perry, Hicks, Crotty and Deshaies, 
to discuss Mr. McCombe's property on Snipatuit Road. 

Mr. Whitney reviewed a brief background of Mr. 
McCombe's ongoing battles with the town over his two 
lots, "both of which have junk automobiles on them," 
according to Mr. Whitney. 

"There was an action in 1985 where Mr. 
McCombe was found guilty of violating (town) by-laws," 
Mr. Whitney said. "In 1991 there was (another) judgement 
... (and) last year, another judgement was entered against 
him. I understand you have a sheriff's sale slated for this 
Friday. I'm asking you to postpone the sale if Mr. 
McCombe can show a good faith effort in cleaning up his 
property" 

Mr. Whitney proposed that if the sale were 
postponed, Mr. McCombe would be allowed to sell the 
smaller, one-acre lot which is "the least bothersome, if you 
will" and use the proceeds from that sale to clean up the 
larger, 4.5-acre problem lot.

lot," Mr. Whitney said. "This is all prefaced on the fact 
that the (smaller) lot is a buildable lot." 

Mr. Whitney said he solicited potential estimates 
for what the lot could sell for and was given an appraisal 
of $125,000 for the one acre. 

"The benefit ... to the town is that you won't have 
to take title to a property that is a real problem," Mr. 
Whitney said. "I know this has been a long, drawn-out 
battle between you and Mr. McCombe. We all know that it 
can't continue in the same vein that it has ... (but) we can 
hopefully correct a long-standing problem." 

"How much money would we need to remove 
(the) vehicles?" Chairman Ryan asked. 

"The property is not worth $125,000," said Town 
Counsel Bailey. "I talked to several people, and it's 
probably worth $50,000 to $75,000. Back taxes (owed) are 
about $20,000 ... attorney's fees to date are about $3,000." 
That would leave only about $25,000 to $50,000 to clean 
up the problem lot, he said. 

"My suggestion is that some 'hammer' be put in 
place in case the behavior which brought us to this point 
continues," Mr. Bailey said. "Something to ensure the 
town this wouldn't happen again. We don't know how 
long it will take to sell the property. Then, we'd have to 
put a deadline to clean up the other lot ... within 60 or 90 
days of the sale." 

"One of the major concerns I have is, not only has 
this gone on for a long time, but it's been about a year 
since we first sent (registered) letters (to Mr. McCombe) ... 
and now we're here four days before the sheriff's sale," 
Chairman Ryan said. "If we take title to the property, it 
will get done. We have no guarantees it will get done if 
you (retain it)." 

"Obviously, this issue has been going on for a 
number of years," said resident Robert Hanson. "For 
those of us who do abide by (town and state laws), it 
seems to me we have to have some equality in adhering to 
the law. I'm not in favor of extending this time period, 
because it seems to me to be a very open-ended situa- 
tion." 

"It's really a last-ditch effort," Selectman Nunes 
agreed. "It's the eleventh hour and you're asking the town 
to give a little bit. As far as I'm concerned, it's too late."

"I feel very badly, but I think it would be a breach 
of public trust to stop and turn it around now," Selectman 
Parker said. "The town has expended a great deal of time, 
money and resources ... yet (Mr. McCombe) has continued 
to fly in the face (of the town) by bringing even more cars 
onto the property. I wish we had this discussion a year 
ago." 

Attorney Bailey did caution that if the town ends 
up taking title to the properties, there is potential liability 
in having to clean up the larger parcel. But there's nothing 
stopping the town from doing the same: selling the 
smaller lot to fund clean-up on the larger parcel. 

"It would seem both courses of action are similar 
in their net effect, it's just a matter of who's driving the 
train," said resident Donna Jefferson. "It would be irre- 
sponsible of the town to allow someone to remain in 
control who has demonstrated a lack of willingness to 
correct things in the past." 

Upon advice from Town Counsel, the board 
agreed to pass on Mr. Whitney's proposal to postpone the 
sheriff's sale. "We have decided not to change anything, 
the sale will take place on Friday," Chairman Ryan said.

As a 
result of "Ms. Ryan's aggressive position toward the issue 
of teacher salary," the RTA is requesting that someone 
other than Ms. Ryan participate in future negotiations 
with the teacher's union. 

Chairman Ryan responded in writing to the RTA 
and said she wished they had contacted her personally 
before "using such strong combative language in (a) letter 
to the Rochester Board of Selectmen and the School 
Committee Chairperson." She defended her comments by 
saying they were made during a free-flowing discussion 
of budgetary matters and that officials in all three towns 
were frustrated with having teacher contracts settled 
before other unions. "The tone of your letter is inappro- 
priate and I will ask the other board members to allow me 
to continue as their representative when the next round of 
negotiations starts," she wrote.

man Robert Merlino. "We have one of our alternate 
members here, Hod Kenney, and the other is Frank 
Germane Both wish to be appointed (by the board)." 

"It's my understanding that the alternates would 
now be coming in and be able to vote when full members 
cannot attend," Selectman Pierce said. 

"Yes," Mr. Merlino said. "Hopefully now we can 
cover our business efficiently with all avenues covered. 
We will continue to deal with our applicants, hopefully in 
an even-handed manner.

and asked us if we could do anything to get this going. 
There are guidelines that are about to be published by the 
Friends of the Point Road Memorial Forest. I urge anyone 
interested to go look at the site, close to the water tower, 
behind and south of the existing Blankinship Cemetery. 
The (donated) parcel is roughly two acres, the existing 
cemetery is probably a quarter to a half acre." 

"I'm delighted to see that this is moving for- 
ward," Selectman Pierce said. 

The Executive Office of Environmental Affairs 
submitted notification that the Town of Marion has been 
selected to receive up to $187,800 in Self-Help Assistance 
for the Washburn Park property. 

"Both (State Representative) Bill Straus and (State 
Senator) Marc Pacheco played a major part in pushing the 
Self-Help Grant for Washburn Park through," said Hod 
Kenney. The board suggested a letter of appreciation be 
drafted and sent to both state legislators for their assis- 
tance. 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock noted the town would not 
be receiving grant funding for recycling due to a signifi- 
cant decrease in collected recycled material as reported to 
the Department of Environmental Protection (DEP).

jacuzzi and massage sounds like a paradise — it may be beyond 
my price range, but I do not begrudge or envy that style of 
living for those who are accustomed to it and can afford it. 
Because I will benefit from this development, as will each 
resident of Mattapoisett, in property taxes generated by the Bay 
Club residents and the entire facility to the tune of between $2 
and $3 million each year. This is Bottom Line #1. 

If I can be objective about this next phase, could I

Let's look further at what this transfer of land would 
mean to the town. First, there would be no argument concerning 
access to the land. The present property would entail title 
searches, surveying in all probability — all of which would be 
an added financial burden, no matter which side paid for it. 
Secondly, the newly-acquired land offered by the Mclntire/ 
Mahoney family (and if accepted) is a trade-off of 20 acres (with 
questionable access) for 35 acres with no access problem. To put 
it very bluntly, who in their right mind would refuse a deal like 
that? Welcome, Bottom Line #3. 

Lastly, as an added incentive — and I truly believe with 
altruistic motives — the Mclntire /Mahoney family has offered 
the town 20 acres which is adjacent to Well #2, which could 
supplement the town's water supply if needed (and have you 
noticed — the town is growing surprisingly fast). And another 
25-acre parcel has been put on the table, to be included, in the 
Aucoot Cove section. All in all, 108 acres for a 20-acre plot — 
you know, I've been an investor all my adult life, and I would 
have given a great deal to have that kind of "plum" put on my 
plate. 

Before I put the bottom line on this one, here's a really 
novel thought. We have been made an extraordinary offer — 
first, by the Mclntires and Mahoneys, who I hear being accused 
of making this offer out of greed to insure the Bay Club will go 
forward (and go forward it will, even without this exchange). If I 
were in the same financial and property category as those 
families, I would consider it an honor and an obligation to 
attempt to repay the town for what it has given to me in this 
century and the last. "What's in it for me?" is another opinion I 
hear expressed. Well, what's in it for me is self respect and 
gratitude for the chance to "payback." It is not beyond the realm 
of possibility that the people who make this offer do so for the

same reasons. And there we have Bottom Line #4. 

In short, there are more pluses than minuses if we 
begin to believe at some point in the basic goodness of our 
townspeople — rich or poor, young or old, "townie" or "im- 
port." Of course the Bay Club people will make a profit — I was 
in administration for 48 years, and I never met anyone who was 
in business for the fun of it. And yes, there will be a tax advan- 
tage to the Mclntire family for gifting the land, but truly that is 
small potatoes in relation to what the town is getting. And 
consider for a minute the "minus" — land sold and cut up into 
relatively small house lots, most probably in need of school 
services, road services — in short, much more from the town 
that will be needed under the development plan outlined by the 
Bay Club people.

TICK SEASON 

Both my cat and dog are coming into the house with lots of 
ticks. I thought that the ticks would disappear noiv that fall 
is here. 

Unfortunately, ticks like cool weather. Tick season 
peaks in spring and fall however some ticks can be 
found in summer and in the winter if the temperature 
is mild. 

So what can I do to protect my pet from all of these ticks? 
The two main products available that are effective 
against ticks are Frontline for use on dogs and cats and 
Preventic collars for dogs. Both are available through 
your veterinarian. 

What diseases can these ticks transmit? 
Dogs are susceptible to Lyme Disease and Rocky

Femme Fatale. Starring Rebecca Romijn-Stamos 
and Antonio Banderas. Directed by Brian De 
Palma. Runningtime: 112 minutes. MPAA rating: 
R. At select theaters. 

In a refreshing return to form from recent big-blockbuster 
jobs-for-hire like Mission: Impossible and Mission to Mars, director 
Brian De Palma has once again delved into his Hitchcockian bag 
of tricks to cook up another "erotic thriller" — a poster-ready 
term which seems appropriate on the surface, but doesn't really 
do justice to a film like Femme Fatale. At times, it is both sexy and 
erotic; and it also boasts a couple of interesting thrills. But I'd liken 
it more to an elaborate puzzle, the pieces of which De Palma only 
allows the audience to glimpse until the final act. This is the De 
Palma of Blow Out and Dressed to Kill, gleefully guiding his 
audience through a faintly familiar murder mystery. 

Of course, De Palma has — for better or worse — always been 
accused of cribbing Hitchcock, and although there are elements 
here of To Catch A Thief and Mamie, Femme Fatale is as close to an 
original De Palma creation as we're likely to get. But I suspect this 
time out he may have gotten a bit of inspiration from a more 
unlikely source: either Alejandro Amenabar's Open Your Eyes or 
Cameron Crowe's more recent remake Vanilla Sky. 

In an impressive leading turn, Rebecca Romijn-Stamos plays 
Laure Ash, a savvy thief whose key skill seems to be her ability to 
use and abuse people. De Palma slyly opens the film with a 
reflection of the barely-dressed Laure glimpsed on a TV screen 
displaying the classic noir thriller Double Indemnity, immediately 
establishing that we are about to witness an intricate double-cross 
and meet a cold, calculating "femme fatale" on par with Barbara 
Stanwyck in the Billy Wilder classic. She's been hired to heist a 
gold snake top encrusted with jewels which is worn by a starlet 
to the Cannes Film Festival. The opening festival sequence (shot 
on location) is vintage De Palma, replete with split screens and 
people watching people, often done via security monitors. The 
scene is also as economical as they get, told almost solely through 
visuals with a minimum of dialogue.

Laure makes a swift getaway with the loot but is quickly 
tracked down by the team she double-crossed. Through a set of 
curious circumstances (which all serve to putDe Palma's puzzle- 
box into motion), she winds up under the watchful eye of Nicolas 
(Banderas), a down-on-his-luck photographer who makes his 
living by selling snapshots of the famous and infamous to tabloid 
newspapers. He soon learns, however, that you can't easily 
blackmail a blackmailer, and he gets reluctantly dragged into 
Laure's web of deception. Banderas is equally up to the task in the 
understated "wrong man" part, and it's interesting to note this is 
a rare role-reversal for De Palma in which the woman victimizes 
the man. 

As De Palma's first script outing since Raising Cain, the plot 
does get a bit clunky and confusing in the middle act, but all is 
forgiven as we witness an elaborate, slow-motion sequence at the 
end (for the second time, no less!) in which the "bad guys" finally 
get their just dessert. As a longtime De Palma fan, I saw the whole 
thing coming: the director has an odd penchant for impaling 
people with protruding metal objects. But knowing didn't dull 
my appreciation for the execution of the scene, either. The best De 
Palma films are always more about style, sound and fury (pun 
intended) than substance or plot mechanics, and Femme Fatale is 
no exception. Although this doesn't aspire to the level of Carrie or 
Blow Out (my pick as De Palma's greatest and most underrated 
achievement), it's on par with fun dabblings like Body Double and 
Raising Cain. Personally, I'll always take a derivative and stylish 
De Palma homage — Hitchcock or otherwise — over the hired 
"man on a mission," be it impossible or to Mars.

What began as a simple annoyance has now become a 
daily intrusion — a veritable thorn in my side of late. I'm 
sure you can relate. You're embroiled in writing an impor- 
tant e-mail to someone ... surfing the 'net for the latest new 
DVD releases ... or simply writing a magnum opus like 
the one you're now reading when the telephone rudely 
clangs in your left ear. 

You want to ignore it, but you can't resist picking it up 
on the third ring. 

"Hello?" 

What follows is usually a voice with a decidedly un- 
New England accent, often preceded by a hesitant moment 
of humming silence — both tell-tale signs that you may 
have been entangled in the net randomly cast by the 
dreaded telemarketer! 

"Hello, is this Kenneth Sow-zaa?" 

Your initial fears have been confirmed. No one within 
a quahog's throw of the 508 exchange would ever pro- 
nounce a fine Irish name like Souza in such a manner. 

Sometimes I'll play along, if only to see what my new 
best friend on the other end of the line is offering to change 
my life forever. Nine times out of ten, it's a "chance" at 
winning some "big prize," or to tell me that I'm "quali- 
fied" to embark on a "free trip" — I only need to give them 
my credit card number for "verification purposes" ... and 
to charge all the necessary "processing fees." 

Other times I'll employ one of my two favorite come- 
backs, depending on the type of solicitation. The first, I 
freely confess, is stolen from an episode of Seinfeld. Just 
ask Mr. or Ms. Telemarketer for his or her home phone 
number to call them back, and when they decline or say "I 
can't be bothered at home," tell them: "Now you know 
how I feel!" 

Of course, telephone service providers are among the 
worst offenders — and they often call several times in one 
day! I've found this works best: tell them you don't have any 
phones. The sharper ones will catch on right away, but I 
actually once made a guy pause for a long while before he 
finally asked what I was talking to him on. 

Thankfully, there may finally be some light at the end 
of the long, never-ending telemarketing tunnel thanks to 
the efforts of State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett), who sponsored Chapter 265 of the Acts of 
2002, "An Act Regulating Telemarketing Solicitation," 
which was recently passed by the legislature and serves to 
establish a new "Do Not Call" registry with the Office of 
Consumer Affairs and Business Regulation. Between Janu- 
ary 1 and late March 2003, consumers can begin signing 
up for the initial list via a toll-free number (to be an- 



nounced) or online at www.mass.gov/donotcall. 

Once the registry is established, telemarketers will be 
prohibited from calling residents whose names and phone 
numbers appear on the list and will be subject to prosecu- 
tion by the Consumer Affairs office. The penalty for viola- 
tors are fines of up to $5,000 per offense. Those who sign 
up for the initial list can expect to receive fewer 
telemarketing calls beginning in April 2003. An updated 
list will also be published quarterly with newly-added 
names and phone numbers. 

Among the key protections for Massachusetts consum- 
ers under the new law: telephone solicitations cannot be 
made between 8:00 pm and 8:00 am (even for those not on 
the "Do Not Call" list); soliciting facsimile transmissions 
(faxes) cannot be made at any time; telephone solicitations 
using recorded message devices cannot be made; 
telemarketers cannot use blocking devices to stop an 
individual's caller-identification device; and telemarketers 
must disclose, within the first minute of the sales call, iden- 
tifying information including the sales purpose of the call 
and the name of the telemarketer and ultimate seller. 

Representative Straus said the idea originated with his 
father-in-law. "I was visiting him in Florida, and he told 
me they had (similar legislation)," he said. "The one ad- 
vantage we have over Florida is ours is free. (They) charge 
$5 or $10 per year to administer the list. The feeling here 
was people shouldn't have to pay to be left alone." 

Since his father-in-law signed up for a similar "no call" 
list in Florida, he's noticed a drastic reduction in the num- 
ber of telemarketing calls, and when he has received occa- 
sional calls he's immediately filed a complaint. "He's been 
very happy with it," Representative Straus said. 

Realistically, I don't think anyone could or should ex- 
pect these bothersome calls — or e-mails or junk mail — 
to cease overnight or all phones throughout the Common- 
wealth to fall silent at the stroke of midnight on April 1, 
2003. After all, there are still countless ways of getting con- 
sumers to volunteer their personal information (people 
should be wary of inviting solicitations by giving up your 
telephone number and address to the Radio Shack clerk 
just so you can buy batteries, for example). But Represen- 
tative Straus deserves kudos for his aggressive attempt to 
fix a problem that has long been spinning out of control 
and has turned accessories like answering machines and 
caller ID boxes into household necessities. 

"I want to be the first to sign up," Representative Straus 
said. 

In that case, I guess I can settle for the second and third 
slots on the list — one for "Souza" and one for "Sow-zaa."
